Fight to Death 
as Marriage 
Party Revels 


An Italian stiletto, finding the breast 
of Mrs, Mary Esposito with fatal ex- 
pertness, while the cheers of a Sab- 
bath bridal party sounded in the street 
outside, once more justified the Nine- 
teenth ward’s epithet of “ bloody.” 

The reason for the murder is still 
a mystery. All the police know is 
that a young woman, thought to be 
‘Mrs. Emilio Panico of 1026 West Har- 
rison street, started a quarrel with 
Mrs. Esposito yesterday afternoon, 
stabbed her—and vanished. 

The murdered woman's home was at 
606 South May street. There, on the 
basement floor of a drab two story 
frame building, she lived—alone. Only 
a few months ago her husband—Gae- 
taeno Esposito, himself a slayer and 
a henchman of Ald. Johnny Powers, 
whose feud with the erstwhile Tony

A woman—dark and with flashing 
black eyes—suddenly left the throng 
and approached Mrs. Esposito.

Bridal Party Sees Fight. 

The fight began. Mrs. Esposito, 
who weighed more than 200 pounds 
and was about 40 years old, jumpéd to 
her feet and began to strike back. 
They pulled each other’s hair. They 
scratched. 

“Viva la sposa! Hurray for the 
bride!” cried the crowd in front of 
No. 604, for the wedding party was 
just emerging from the house. Mrs. 
EsPosito and her antagonist fought on. 

By this time the two women had 
reached a narrow areaway between the 
two buildings. Suddenly the younger 
reached a hand into her bosom. A 
knife gleamed momentarily in the hot 
sun, then cut into the left arm of Mrs. 
Esposito. 

The latter screamed and rushed 
across the narrow square of courtyard 
to her door. Her-assailant followed. 

“Viva la sposa!” cried the crowds 
once more. The wedding couple was 
just entering a taxicab. They were 
smiling and calling happily to their 

Stabbed Twice More. . 

Meanwhile in the little vestibule of 
her basement home Mrs. Esposito was 
fighting frantically to shut the door on 
the woman with the flashing black 
eyes. For several minutes they strug- 
gled—then the stiletto darted again. 
Once it entered Mrs. Esposito’s breast, 
once her abdomen, and then she fell 
to the floor. 

The younger woman, still carrying 
the knife, ran out of the house, past 
the crowd on the sidewalk, and north 


on May street. As she crossed Harrison 


a taxicab chauffeur rushed forward 
and grappled with her. He had just 
taken the stiletto away when the wed- 
ding guests advanced menacingly to- 
wards him. 
“ Let go of her!” they shouted and 
added angry threats in Italian.

Len Small 
to Springfield today from Kankakee 
came the announcement that he had 
not receded from his stand to resist 
arrest on warrants charging him with 
embezzlement of $500,000 of the tax- 
payers’ money when state treasurer. 
He will be in Springfield on Tuesday 
when Judge E. S. Smith will recon- 
vene the Sangamon Circuit court. | 

When court reconvenes and when 
there arises new reason for activity on 


| the part of Gov. Small’s legal counsel 


there will be a new face seen among 
the luminaries who. are giving the gov- 
ernor advice. The new attorney is Al- 
bert Fink. 

\ Mr. Fink was attorney for William 
Lorimer, who was expelled from the 
United States senate. He also is at- 
torney for Ernest Lyons, one of Mayor 
Thompson‘s $3,000,000 experts. He now 
is to direct the defense of Gov. Small. 

Accompanied by Military Aids.

State’s Attorney C. F. Mortimer, who 
was in charge of the grand jury which 
indicted Gov. Small, Lieut. Gov. Fred 
E. Sterling and Vernon Curtis of 
Grant Park, may have a statement to 
make to the court on the subject of is- 
suing the warrants. ; 
In his address at the Thompson pic- 
nic*at Chicago Saturday, Gov. Small 
declared his indictment was the result 
of a political plot. His friends insist 
that he will not surrender or submit 
to arrest “to political foes to further 
plans which have been hatched by the 
interests.” Nothing but the unex- 
pected, they declare, will change the 
present determination of the governor 
to resist to the limit any attempt to 
take him into custody. 

Lorenzen Formerly of Second. 

Col. Lorenzen is now unassigned in 
the I‘linois national guard. He was 
formerly commander of the old 24 in- 
fantry. Capt. Black of Chicago is a 
former captain in the state guard and 
they are expected to act as body- 
guards for the governor. 

The appearance in Springfield of Col. 
Lorenzen in full uniform was the first 
real intimation that military aids had 
been summoned. No official order for 
guard service was issued, however, and 
the officers are said to have been sum- 
moned to guard the execitive for an 
indefinite period. 

When Will Showdown Come? 
Whether a showdown will be had 
in the case on Tuesday is a question. 
It is the general belief that if Judge 
Smith orders the warrants into the 
hands of the sheriff for service ample 
time will be given Sheriff Mester to 
get service. é 
The governor will refuse to accept 
service, according to statements by his 
friends, and any effort to get per- 
sonal service at the executive office or 
mansion will be resisted. If the gov- 
ernor believes that any effort will be 


‘made to get service by force, local 


militia companies may be called out.

Tells Capital Secrets. 


News. J—Warren Gamaliel Harding is 
“just folks.” “He is “the best fellow 
in the world to play poker with all Sat- 
urday night.” .

“Mirrors. of Washington,” written 
anonymously. Advance" copies are just 


| published attracted attention in the 
capital because of the rumors that it 
would contain much “inside informa- 
tion” on political life. Disclosures and 
revelations are few indéed. But there 
are intimate sketches of fourteen per- 
sonalities taken from the van of panes 
can public life. 

The anonymous author also bintieioe 
Harding as “the bést of the second 
raters,” a man who shows a predilec- 
tion for companions who give him com- 
plete mental relaxation. 


Caustic. Reference to Wilson. 
Contrasted with Harding, the “ aver- 
age American, Woodrow: Wilson is 
represented as the man who remained 
aloof, who despised politicians, business 
men and the “ whole range of men who 
persue worldly arts with success.” 
Wilson “despised the qualities which 
he had not himself.” Lawyers were 
“ pitiful creatures ” in Wilson’s opinion. 

The author explains: 

“He kept one of them .near him—. 
Mr. Lansing, admirably chosen—to. re- 
mind him of how contemptible they 
were,” 

But Harding is represented as hav- 
ing great respect for ability: “‘ Almost 
as good as greatness,” the author says, 
“is a knowledge of your own limita- 
tions—and Harding knows his ‘tWor- 
oughly.” — 

3 Harding Is Characterized. 

Harding’s mentality is not lacking, 
the book declares. “But it is undisci- 
plined, especially in its higher range, 
by hard effort. There is a certain soft- 
ness about him mentally.” 

“It is not an accident,” the writer 
continues, “that his favorite compan- 
ions are the least intellectual members 
of that house of average intelligence, 
the senate.” 

Wilson is said to ae remarked

“TI look forward to the new adminis- 
tration with,gno unpleasant anticipa- 
tions except those caused by Mr. Har- 
ding’s literary -style.” 

Referring to Wilson’s intense dislike 
for Henry Cabot Lodge, the author 
says that the ex-president’s original 
1918 appeal for a Democratic congress 
contained a bitter \denunciation of 
bodge.

LEN SMALL AS A RADICAL. 

Len Small, the ex-state treasurer indicted by a 
grand jury under ‘charges of robbing the state 
treasury, is entitled to a fair trial, and pending 
such trial a presumption of innocence. But Len 
Small, the governor, defying the process of the 


court, threatening, according to the Hearst news- 
papers, armed insurrection against the state, en- 
deavoring to stir class hatred and a domestic dis- 
order, raises a political issue which must be met. 
_ Gov. Small is trying to make it appear that he 
is an extreme radical and that he is being perse- 
cuted for his radical efforts.

PANACEAS FOR DEFENSE. 


If there is one lesson to be learned by the two 
days’ effort of American aviators to sink the ex- 
German dreadnaught Ostfriesland with demolition 
bombs, it is that the art or science of war .is 
growing daily more gomplicated and d cult.. This 
lesson ought to be of incalcylably greater value in 
the defense of America than any lessons in flying, 
in the finding of targets, and in the accurate drop- 
ping of bombs which may have been learned. 

It has been a common’ fallacy in this country, 
and perhaps in seme others since the war, to 
believe that the development of some particular 
war engine or method of attack woulid junk all the 
old material and rénder obsolete all the old strategy 
and training. Some persons have insisted that the 
development of poison gases would so effectively 
wipe out armies that artillery, machine guns, 


_ rifles, and hand grenades would be useless. Others 


have held that the development and improvement 
of the submarine would make battleships and 
destroyers worthless. Still others have asserted 
that progress in aeronautics would destroy all land 
and sea forces alike. Each has advocated the 
improvement of that particular phase of warfare 
in which he had put his faith, with an absolute 


~ cessation of expenditure for all other phases. 


The experiments in sinking the Ostfriesland 
have proved’all such advocates of a one armed 
war machine in the wrong. On Wednesday navy, 
marine corps, and army aviators flew down upon 
the anchored dreadnaught in a cloud, dropped 
fifty-two bombs ranging in weight from 230 to 600 
pounds each in the general direction of the unre- 
sisting vessel, and failed to injure its vital parts 
or guns. On Thursday @nother flock of airplanes 
descended safely to whatever height they chose, 
and dropped six 2,000 pound TNT bombs before 
the vessel slid beneath the waves. 

If it required all these airplanes and all these 
bombs to sink ong anchored German warship, 
how many airplanes and how many bombs 
would be required to sink an up to date warship, 
maneuvering swiftly and firing upon its assail- 


ants with whole batteries of anti-aircraft guns? 


The experiment has made it evident that*in actual 
warfare airplanes cannot successfully destroy 
fleets of battleships. That does not mean that 
aircraft are not valuable and necessary as an arm 
of the service. It merely means that they cannot 
constitute the entire service any more than sub- 
marines or gas supplies can constitute the entire 
service. | 


It means that whatever form of destructive en- 


gine is developed, some form of protection will 
be developed against it. It means that war is 
constantly becoming more complicated and more 
costly. It means that every possible branch of the 
service must be developed with relation’ to every 
other branch. A fleet must include battleships, 
destroyers, submarines, airplane carriers, and air- 
planes. An army must include heavy and light 
artillery, machine guns, infantry, and service of 
supply. 

_ This is the one important lesson which we may 
wisely take to heart from our experiment in the 
sinking of the erstwhile German dreadnaught. Al! 


other lessons are incidental and of minor tmpor- 
tance. 


ESSENTIAL TO BUSINESS 
REVIVAL. 


The industrial bureau’ of the New York Mer. 


chants’ association has just completed a country- 


wide survey of the building industry, resulting in 
the conclusion that there is general paralysis due 
to “offensive and defensive combinations which 
have brought about stagnation by controversies or 
agreements.” 

Such a broad indictment necessarily includes the 
building materiai dealers, the carriers, the public 
Service corporations having to do with lighting and 
heating, and the contractors as well as the building 

‘trades. unions. It Suggests that the entire eco- 
nomic system which causes or allows such stagna- 
tion is at fault. By making charges so broad and 


' general it probably defeats its implied purpose of 


correction, through failure to designate any spe- 
cific point at which efforts at correction migh 
begin. 


But when as a result of the survey it is esti. | 


mated that the construction industry in the United 


States represents a total wealth of $77,000,000,000. 


or 26.8 per cent of the entire wealth of the country, 


the effect of stagnation and chaos in the industry |Dr. Charles K. Miller of the University of Pennsyl- | 


can be readily appreciated. When it is estimated 
that 11,000,000 persons, either as workers or mem. 
bers of workers’ families, derive their living directly 
a indirectly from this industry, the importance of 


prosperity is evident. 4

Elimination of all such 
repay temporary or incidental losses by increasing 
the amount of work available, the amount of ma- 

rials used, and the general purchasing power and 
prosperity of the community. 


AMERICAN OPINION AND 
THE CONFERENCE. 


The fact that the Japanese government has not 
jumped at Mr. Harding's invitation to a conference 
ef Pacific powers is not without a_ special 
significance to Americans. We need not draw too 
ominous a conclusion from it, for it does not neces- 


sarily imply, and we trust does not in fact indicate, 
a reluctance to seek peaceful solution of Pacific 
problems. But it should serve us as another re- 
minder that Japanese statesmanship concerns it- 
self persistently and determinedly with the interest 
and security of Japan, and is not at all likely to be 
drawn away from this preoccupation by ambitious 
schemes for internationalist world reorganization. 

We think Americans “should respect this in our 
rival and demand a corresponding practical frame 
of mind in our representatives at the coming 
conference. But that our representativ® should 
be guided by a sensible regard for the safety and 
proper interests of the American people is not 
enough. In addition it is not only important, 
but essential, that they should be given the assured 
support of a public opinion firmly and definitely 
American. 

If this is not provided, the American conference 
will prove to be, at least from the viewpoint of 
Amefica, as unsatjsfactory as that of Paris, gnd 
may even prove disastrous. We shall be confronted 
by statesmen who know exactly what they want 
for thefr .respective countries and who will use 
every resource to get as much of what they want 
as is possible. These men will enjoy the tre- 
mendous advantage of clarity and singleness of 
purpose and most of them Will have the moral sup- 
port of a public opinion in the main undivided. 

There is danger that we shall lack these ad- 
vantages and we would respectfully call the at- 
tention of the President to this danger and the 
need of making effort to avoid it! In international 
matters Amierica suffers at this time from currents 
and counter currents of feeling which do not 
spring from American concerns. Our air is full 
of discordant voices, rallying adherents to causes 
alien to.America. We suffer a plague of “ pros” 
among which the pro-American is hardly to be 
heard. We have the pro-Irish, who would have 
our policy anti-British, not because they believe 
it is to our interest to combat Britain, but because 
Ireland is in conflict with Britain. We have pro- 
Germans of*the same mind for similar reasons. 
We have pro-Polanders, pro-Italians, pro- Mexicans, 
pro-Chinese, pro-Japanese, etc., etc. We have “so- 
ciety” drawing its inspiration from the British 
aristocracy. We have highly organized theorists 
on disarrmament, and confident inventors of world 
governments. We have the international bankers, 
whose large commitments abroad at high rates of 
interest sway them from a purely American policy. 
Finally, we are overrun by foreign propaganda, 
which is filling our press with matter composed 
for the purpose of directing our judgment favor- 
ably to foreign interests or weakening affirmative 
American policies or enterprises, both private and 
public. 

While all this centrifugal activity does not rep- 
resent the solid mass of American opinion, it is 
influential in weakening the national morale, and 
especially that of our representatives, who are un- 
duly impressed by its noisy manifestation because 
of immediate political interest. 

We believe, therefore, there should be a delib- 
erate and efficient effort to arouse American public 
opinion to the gravity of American interests which 
will be involved in the peace conference and to 
create an American solidarity which shall give our 
representatives unshakabile support in the de- 
fense and furtherance of American interests. Care 
should be taken to prevent a repetition of the 
Paris flasco. So far as we are concerned that mis- 
fortune can be escaped only by a firm and definite 
insistence upon legitimate American interests. 

This does not mean we cannot or shall not ex- 
ertise a beneficent influence in the adjustment of 
world relations or that we need fail to do our part 
for the advancement of international peace and 
codperation. On the contrary, it is only through a 
self-respecting and intelligent regard for American 
interests and security that we can contribute to any 


test of operation. A weak and shortsighted policy, 
a doctrinaire altruism which must later be repudi- 
ated, can only lay the basis of future conflict.

ROMANTIC PSYCHOLOGY.

Men have always found in dreams something of | 


the fascination attaching to the mysteries surround- 
ing natura] phenomena, and one of the earliest forms 
of prophecy was the interpretation of dreams. Such 


visions were looked upon as emanating from a super- 
natural source and revealing truths deeply hidden 
from the waking mind, 

Modern psychology has shown, as science frequent- 
ly does, that there was at least a bit of truth in the 
superstitions of our remoté aficestors. But Sigmund 
Freud, experimenting at Zurich with neural disorders, 
probably did not imagine to what extent he was pro- 
viding opportunities for the twentieth century inter- 
est in magic. His explorations of the unconscious not 
only have suggested more or less scientific themes to 
novelists and writers of detective stories, but have 
given rise to a pastime kept alive by hundreds of 
amateur psychoanalysts. 

There may be minor perils, but there is also a lot 
of fun, in flirting with the unconscious, so long as

ACCIDENTS AND THE PUBLIC 
EARLY every week this column 
carries a story about improve- 

ment in general health condi- 
tions, evidence that health hab- 
its are better, or that some important 
disease seems to be on the pgint of 

“folding its tent.” In many instances 

the statistical proof is given in terms 

of the item in which health records are 
kept—to wit: death rate. 

I am sure there are those who agree 
with the critic that one can be too 


damned much good news. : 
It is well, therefore, to turn on the 


tremolo occasionally. The general fatal 


accident rate is now among the more 
important causes of death. So heavy 
did the tax on industry from that cause 
become that a powerful national organi- 


Thanks to the wonderful work 
of this organization, the accident rate 
in industries is falling as rapidly as is 
the sickness rate or even faster. : 

But it comes to public agcidents, 
the rate is rising about enough to off- 
set. ° 

By public accidents are meant acci-° 
dents in ‘the streees and other public

industrial establishments or along rail- 
roads. Many of these accidents happen 
to children. The American Red Cross 
says 20,000 children under 14 years of 
age lose their lives in the United States 
each year, 

Of each 1,000 deaths of children, 5 40 9, 
167 are due to accidents. For ages 10 


to 14 the proportion is 177 of each 1,000. 


In 1917 more deaths among children 
were due to accidents than to epidemic 


‘diseases, according to the Modern Hos- 


pital. | 
We spend considerable money to save 


children from contagion, and yet we are 
very careless with them in the streets. - 


In Cook County, IIl., in 1920, 499 chil- 
‘dren under 16 years of age were killed 
in accidents. 

Automobile accidents are increasing 


‘fall out of proportion to other forms of 


accidents. Of 1,807 fatal accidents in 
Cook county in 1920 there were 540 due 
to automobiles. For the three months 
ending Feb. 28, 1921, deaths’ due to that 
cause increased 80 per cent over the 


‘rate of the same three months of the 


previous year. ¥i 
In some places campaigns of education 


.are reducing the automobile fatal acci- 


dent rate. In Cleveland last year this 
rate was reduced 49 per cent. In St. Paul 
in the first four months of 1920 there 
was a reduction of 42 per cent. Milwau- 
kee and Detroit also showed an improve- 
ment. In St. Louis there was a material 
reduction in accidents to school children

It was past midnight when the Prince arrived. Whether 
the heir to the throne of the British empire was actually 
or only seemingly unaccompanied, no one present knew.

She’s a vigorous minded, vivid creature, 
who must have been refreshing to him when he escaped 
from bunches of Lady Clive-Coopers or that sort. :

. What the former prizefighter will 
tell the jury may be rather accurately 
forecast, it is believed, Because, when 
he first became involved in the base- 
ball scandal! last fall, he granted an in- 
terview which purported to “tell all he 
knew.” 

“In the middle of the September of 
1919,” Maharg said, in telling the great 
“ double-cross " story to an interviewer, 
“T received a wire from Burns from 
New York. Having retired from base- 
ball and having made money on oil 
leases, he owned a ranch in Mexico. 
He invited me to go to his ranch to 
hunt. | 

“I met him at the Ansonia. Bill 
James, one of the White Sox pitchers, 
who had nothing to do with subse- 
quent events, was to go with me. He 
was in the room when Cicotte came in, 
and talked to Burns in a low voice. 

“I heard enough to know he sald a 
group of White Sox players would 
throw the series for $100,000, this to 
be paid on the morning of the first 
game. After he left Burns recited the 
conversation. He asked me if I knew 
of gamblers who would be interested. 

“TI went to Philadelphia to see what 
could be done, and Burns went to 
Montreal, from where he sent me a 
telegram asking, ‘ What have you done 
about ball games?’
